A  WORLDWIDE  SERVICE 
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BNF  power? 

The  new  format  of  the  British  National 
Formulary  excited  some  sensational 
comment  in  the  Press  when  it  was 
launched  back  in  February  last  year,  and 
continues  to  do  so.  Although  the 
Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Industry  at  that  time  regarded  some  of  the 
value  judgments  of  products  in  the  BNF 
as  discriminatory  "both  academically  and 
arbitrarily",  it  has  no  specific  evidence 
from  its  members  18  months  later  that 
doctors  have  been  influenced  against 
prescribing  those  products. 

The  Drug  and  Therapeutics  Bulletin  of 
the  Consumers  Association  says  in  its 
June  12  issue:  "It  is  splendid  to  have  such 
a  complete  and  instructive  formulary 
which  will  help  all  prescribers  who  learn  to 
use  it"  (our  italics). 

However  the  article,  based  on 
comments  from  over  30  readers  in  general 
practice,  hospitals  and  pharmacy,  goes  on 
to  say:  "It  will  become  better  as  the 
Committee  on  Review  of  Medicines  weeds 
out  the  preparations  of  doubtful  value." 

The  Bulletin  therefore  identifies  itself 
with  the  BNF's  editorial  policy  which 
selects  preparations  considered  "less 
suitable  for  prescribing"  by  the  brevity  of 
the  entry  and  the  small  type  size  used  for 
such  a  product  but,  in  fact,  it  adopts  a 
much  more  rigorous  view.  "...The 
quantitative  composition  of  these  minor 
preparations  was  not  given  in  the  earlier 
editions,  but  is  now  included  for  many. 
They  range  from  the  useless  or  trivial  to 
the  pointlessly  hazardous;  their  continued 
survival  remains  a  challenge  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Review  of  Medicines". 

The  BNF  was  heralded  at  its  launch  as 
part  of  a  drive  to  get  "rational  and  cost- 
effective  prescribing".  But  as  Professor 
Wade,  chairman  of  the  Joint  Formulary 
Committee,  said  at  the  time  of  the  launch 
of  the  new  BNF:  "There  are  lots  of 
medicines  which  are  of  no  great  value  but 
which  comfort  my  patients  —  very  often 
patients  who've  been  using  a  medicine  for 
many  years  —  and  it's  quite  sensible  to  go 
on  giving  it  to  them  if  it  suits  them." 


C&D's  comment  at  the  time  still 
stands  (C&D,  February  14  p283):  "The 
professions  know  there  is  no  conflict 
between  placebo,  palliative  and  effective 
medication  —  they  have  been  used  in 
combination  for  generations..." 

The  ABPI  approves  of  neither  the 
BNF  on  the  Bulletin  attempting  to 
influence  the  availability  of  medicines: 
"The  mandatory  authority  for  regulating 
the  availability  of  medicines  rests  with  the 
Licensing  Authority  and  it  is  advised  by 
independent  expert  committees  such  as 
the  Committee  on  the  Safety  of  Medicines 
and  the  CRM.  It  is  responsible  to 
Parliament  and  is  the  most  appropriate 
authority  for  representing  the  public 
interest  in  these  matters." 

The  Bulletin  approves  strongly  of  the 
information  given  on  the  general  aspects 
of  prescribing  such  as  the  sections  on 
prescribing  for  children  and  old  people. 

But  the  BNF  is  criticised  for  the 
paucity  of  information  given  on  dosage 
regimens  —  how  often,  when  and  for  how 
long  a  drug  should  be  administered.  Other 
valuable  additions,  it  is  suggested,  would 
include  a  short  general  section  on  what 
patients  need  to  be  told  about  their 
medicines,  a  small-print  summary  of  the 
composition  of  the  50  or  100  most 
popular  OTC  medicines  (to  help  doctors 
understand  patient's  drug  histories),  the 
most  important  pack  sizes,  and  a  symbol 
identifying  medicines  obtainable  without 
prescription. 

More  significantly  the  BNF  is  criticised 
in  some  instances,  for  adhering 
uncritically  to  manufacturers'  data, 
particularly  in  relation  to  dose,  and 
examples  are  listed  to  "illustrate  problems 
which  require  further  consideration  of 
editorial  policies". 

The  ABPI  comments:  "The  dosage 
information  given  by  manufacturers  in 
data  sheets  and  advertisements  has  to 
accord  with  product  licence  agreements. 
If  the  Licensing  Authority  feels  the  dosage 
instructions  are  not  in  the  public  interest  it 
has  full  power  to  request  manufacturers 
to  amend  them." 

And  so  says  C&D.  ■

NHS  negotiation 
delays  criticised 


Negotiations  with  the  Government  on  the 
amount  due  to  chemists  for  their  NHS 
dispensing  are  as  much  as  five  years  in 
arrears,  according  to  Mr  David  Sharpe, 
chairman  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee.  Speaking  at 
PSNC's  first  annual  dinner  at  Tuesday,  he 
urged  Health  Minister  Kenneth  Clarke  to 
introduce  an  annual  round  of  negotiations 
as  with  other  professions. 

"I  can  think  of  no  other  profession  or 
business,"  said  Mr  Sharpe  "which  is 
called  upon  to  produce  the  goods  or 
services  and  is  still  arguing  about  the  rate 
of  payment  five  years  later." 

Mr  Sharpe  also  urged  the  Government 
to  make  up  its  mind  whether  it  regarded 
chemists  as  part  of  the  public  sector  or 
within  the  free  enterprise  system.  He  was 
referring  to  the  current  dispute  with  the 
Government  over  labour  costs,  during 
which  PSNC  has  been  told  chemists  will 
be  subject  to  the  4  per  cent  public  sector 
pay  limit.  On  previous  occasions  the 
Government  has  argued  that,  as  private 
sector  traders,  chemists  must  accept 
normal  business  risks. 

"The  rapidity  with  which  pharmacist 
contractors  are  moved  into  or  out  of  the 
public  sector  at  the  whim  of  the 
Goverment  of  the  day  is  a  source  of 
annoyance  and  confusion,  not  to  mention 
vertigo,"  said  Mr  Sharpe. 


Simplify  contract 


In  his  reply,  Mr  Kenneth  Clarke,  Minister 
for  Health,  urged  simplification  of  the 
contract  as  soon  as  the  problems  being 
investigated  by  the  review  panel  were 
settled.  He  went  on:  "It  is  too  complex 
and  as  a  result  many  pharmacists 
providing  the  service  do  not  fully 
understand  the  basis  of  the  system.  A 
complex  system  also  causes  many 
disagreements  and  disputes." 

However,  the  Minister  stressed  the 
need  to  get  the  change  right,  pointing  out 
the  differences  of  opinion  among 
contractors.  "Some  want  a  larger  basic 
practice  allowance  plus  fees;  others  wish 
to  retain  on-cost  as  a  safeguard  against 
inflation.  Basically  what  everyone  wants  is 
to  be  reimbursed  as  near  as  possible  the 
actual  costs  of  the  drugs  they  supply  plus 
other  costs  and  some  reasonable  level  of 
profit.  The  need  is  to  find  a  simple  and 
acceptable  method . 

"I  am  asking  my  officials  to  look  at 
the  possibilities  of  altering  the  entire 


system  and  to  provide  sensible  options." 

Recalling  that  when  in  Opposition  he 
had  advocated  setting  up  a  review  panel 
for  pharmacy,  Mr  Clarke  contemplated 
the  possibility  that  he  could  find  himself 
forced  to  reject  the  panel's  first  awards. 
Many  dinner  guests  later  interpreted  this  a 
a  warning  that  the  Government  might  not 
accept  the  rumoured  favourable  report 
from  the  panel  on  property  costs.  It  was 
being  said  that  there  would  be  a 
considerable  political  battle  if  any  award 
was  not  paid.  ■ 

Society  prepares 
for  POM  to  P 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  to  prepare 
a  document  setting  out  the  case  for  a 
change  in  status  of  certain  medicines  from 
Prescription  Only  to  Pharmacy  sale. 

At  this  month's  Council  meeting  the 
matter  was  discussed  by  the  Science 
Committee  which  agreed  that  progress 
could  be  made  if  the  Department  of 
Pharmaceutical  Sciences,  the  Law 
Department  and  the  Practice  Committee 
worked  together  to  draw  up  a  list  of 
medicines  whose  status  could  be  changed 
from  POM  to  P,  and  supporting 
arguments  based  on  the  professional 
knowledge  and  experience  of  the 
pharmacist.  The  final  document  could  be 
submitted  to  the  DHSS. 
□  A  consultation  paper  looking  at  the 
procedures  pharmaceutical  companies  will 
need  to  follow  for  reclassification  of  drugs 
is  expected  from  the  DHSS  soon.  ■ 


New  contaminated 
dressings  action 

New  safeguards  for  the  public  against  the 
use  of  contaminated  dressings  are  to  be 
introduced  without  delay,  Mr  Kenneth 
Clarke,  Minister  for  Health,  announced 
last  week  as  a  result  of  a  report  into  the 
safety  of  first  aid  dressings.  The  report 
was  instigated  after  some  imported 
dressings  were  found  to  be  contaminated 
with  bacteria  (C&D,  December  19/26 
1981,  pi  136). 

Mr  Clarke  commented:  "Most  first 
aid  dressings  are  used  by  people  at  work. 
In  future  we  will  be  advising  employers  to 
obtain  sterile  dressings  only  from 
approved  manufacturers.  We  also  need  to 
protect  customers  buying  sterile  dressings 
from  shops  for  use  at  home.  We  will  be 
giving  advice  to  local  authorities  trading 
standards  departments  and  discussing 
with  them  ways  in  which  they  can  prevent 
the  sale  of  dressings  wrongly  described  as 
'sterile'."  ■

Pharmacists  and 
commercial  bias 

There  seems  to  be  some  dispute  over  a 
comment  about  pharmacists  attributed  to 
Professor  Rosalinde  Hurley,  Medicines 
Commission  chairman. 

Doctor  and  Hospital  Doctor 
newspapers  last  week  quoted  her  as 
saying:  "Many  doctors  feel  British 
pharmacists  are  insufficiently  qualified  to 
be  given  greater  powers  to  sell  drugs  over 
the  counter.  And  of  course  most 
pharmacists  beg  to  differ,  if  only  for 
commercial  reasons." 

"But  this  doesn't  mean  that  we  aren't 
all  agreed  that  there  are  still  many 
restricted  drugs  that  should  be  available 
direct  from  the  chemist's  shop." 

When  C&D  contacted  Professor 
Hurley  she  could  not  recall  mentioning 
pharmacists  in  this  context,  other  than  to 
say  that  pharmacists  would  be  consulted 
over  the  Department  of  Health's 
proposals  to  change  some  Prescription 
Only  Medicines  to  Pharmacy  status. 
However,  the  Doctor  reporter  stood  by 
his  story.  ■ 

Now  a  concession 
for  Woolworth? 

Woolworth  plan  to  open  an  experimental 
store  in  Bristol  in  mid-October  this  year 
which  is  likely  to  include  a  number  of 
concessionaires,  one  of  which  may  be  a 
pharmacy. 

Details  of  Woolworth's  plans 
appeared  in  a  Times  interview  with  Mr 
David  Quayle,  a  non-executive  director  on 
the  main  board,  who  has  been  given  a  free 
hand  to  experiment  and  £lm  to  spend. 
The  store  will  be  called  "21st  Century 
Shopping  Ltd"  and  will  have  few 
traditional  Woolworth  products  except 


textiles  from  the  Winfield  range.  Rather  it 
will  concentrate  on  clothing,  DIY,  a 
leisure  goods  area,  and  have  a  compact 
general  section.  On  the  first  floor  there 
will  be  a  fast  food  restaurant  with  a 
takeaway  option  and  a  street  of  boutiques 
and  concessionaires  "like  a  travel  agent,  a 
chemist  and  a  dry  cleaner." 

A  spokesman  for  the  company  told 
C&D  it  was  too  early  to  give  any  specific 
details  of  the  planned  pharmacy 
concession  but  plans  and  negotiations  are 
under  way.  "It  is  more  than  just  a  gleam 
in  Mr  Quayle's  eye,"  he  said.  ■ 


Computers  for  GPs 


Up  to  £2. 5m  is  to  be  made  available  for 
the  development  and  purchase  of 
computer  systems  for  general  medical 
practitioners  and  Family  Practitioner 
Committees.  The  Department  of  Industry 
will  finance  the  major  part  of  the 
purchase  and  installation  costs,  plus  the 
maintenance  costs  for  three  years,  of  150 
systems  for  selected  medical  practices 
throughout  the  UK. 

Two  types  of  computer  system  will  be 
available  to  GPs,  one  from  CAP  Ltd  and 
the  other  from  British  Medical  Data 
Systems  Ltd.  The  total  cost  of  individual 
systems  range  from  about  £6,000  to 
£14,000  depending  on  the  size  of  the 
practice.  An  integral  part  of  the  initiative 
will  be  an  evaluation  of  the  effects  of 
introducing  computers  into  practices,  says 
the  Department  of  Industry,  and  the 
practices  will  be  chosen  to  give  a  wide 
spread  of  size,  type  and  location. 

Initial  comments  from  the  General 
Practice  Computer  Suppliers  Association 
and  the  British  Primary  Health  Care 
Computer  Group  in  the  medical  Press 
have  not  been  favourable  to  the  grant. 
They  feel  there  has  been  little  consultation 
with  the  profession,  and  that  participating 
GPs  may  not  be  getting  the  best 
systems.  ■ 


Opticians  fight  NHS 
'overpayment'  claim 

Opticians  are  denying  allegations  that  they 
have  been  overpaid  £10m  by  the  NHS. 

The  Commons  Public  Accounts 
Committee,  in  a  report  published  last 
week  (House  of  Commons  paper  227, 
HMSO  £4.35),  says  the  overpayment 
arose  because  the  Department  of  Health's 
reimbursement  rates  failed  to  take 
account  of  the  discounts  available  from 
some  suppliers  of  frames  and  lenses.  In 
addition,  overgenerous  VAT 
compensation  was  given  to  opticians 
unable  to  recover  input  tax  on  purchases 
from  prescription  houses. 

However,  opticians  are  owed  between 
£70-£90m  fees  for  sight  testing  and 
dispensing  since  january  1978,  which  the 
committee  acknowledges  cannot  be 
satisfactory  to  the  profession.  The 
committee  also  recognises  that  opticians 
were  claiming  published  rates  and  legally 
have  not  been  overpaid,  but  believes  it 
would  be  "quite  unreasonable"  for  the 
taxpayer  not  to  recover  all  excess  profits. 

The  report  says  that  the  Department 
has  started  discussions  with  the  profession 
aimed  at  recovering  as  much  as  possible 
by  off-setting  the  repayments  against  the 
fee  arrears. 

The  opticians  have  agreed  to  the 
recovery  of  £2. 9m  VAT  supplements  but 
are  disputing  the  allegation  that  they  have 
received  unintended  profits  on 
reimbursement  rates.  A  spokesman  from 
the  Association  of  Optical  Practitioners 
told  C&D  that,  in  the  three  months  since 
the  Public  Accounts  Committee  hearing, 
the  Department  had  produced  no 
evidence  to  support  the  allegation  or  the 
names  of  any  opticians  who  had 
benefitted.  Although  it  was  possible  to 
import  cheaper  uncut  lenses,  the  costs  of 
the  staff  and  machinery  needed  to  process 
them  absorbed  any  excess  profits.  ■ 
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NPA  Board  questioned  about 
proprietor  membership 


Questions  have  been  asked  of  the  director 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Association  by  branch  secretaries 
concerning  the  continuing  purpose  of  the 
organisation:  "Has  the  NPA  changed 
from  being  a  union  of  retail  proprietor 
pharmacists  to  becoming  an  association  of 
proprietors  of  pharmacies. 

At  an  open-day  held  in  April,  Mr 
Astill  said  in  reply  the  Retail  Pharmacists 
Union  had  been  described  as  an 
association  of  retail  proprietor  chemists 
for  the  protection  of  their  mutual  interest. 
"Membership  was  open  to  pharmacists, 
partnerships  of  pharmacists  and  joint 
stock  companies."  (See  also  Xrayser.) 

Asked  why  the  policy  statement  had 
been  issued  at  this  time,  Mr  Astill  said  the 
job  of  the  pharmacist  was  changing.  The 
need  for  the  NPA  to  redesign  its  policy 
had  been  emphasised  by  the  former 
Minister  for  Health,  Dr  Gerard  Vaughan, 
who  admitted  he  did  not  know  what  the 
role  of  the  community  pharmacist  was. 


Dual  task 


Asked  what  kind  of  advertising 
programme  the  NPA  was  considering,  he 
said  they  had  a  dual  task  of  education  vis- 
a-vis members  and  the  public.  The  first 
step  would  be  to  make  known  what  a 
pharmacist  was  and  why  people  should 
use  a  pharmacy.  The  kind  of  programme 
envisaged  by  the  Board  for  national 
advertising  would  first  require  a  series  of 
regional  meetings  in  the  Autumn  to 
convince  members. 

There  was  a  long  discussion  about  the 
recent  development  in  the  leapfrogging 
issue.  The  general  feeling  was  that  the 
NPA  was  at  least  demonstrating  it  was 
trying  to  deal  with  the  problem. 

□  Meeting  with  PSGB president.  The 
meeting  was  adjourned  for  an  hour  to 
welcome  Professor  Arnold  Beckett, 
president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  Mr  Raymond  Dickinson,  deputy 
secretary.  Professor  Beckett  described  the 
background  to  the  Society's  document 
"Community  pharmacy  strategy". 
General  agreement  was  expressed  by  the 
Board  with  the  strategy  —  the 
propositions  put  forward  were  very 
similar  to  those  in  the  recently  launched 
NPA  policy  statement. 

□  '  'General  Practitioner '  'feature. 
Concern  was  expressed  at  the  content  and 
timing  of  an  article  in  General 
Practitioner,  especially  as  it  had  been 
written  by  the  chairman  of  the  GMSC's 
rural  practices  subcommittee  (C&D,  May 
22,  p943)  Several  possible  courses  of 
action  were  considered  but  it  was  decided 
that  no  useful  action  could  be  taken. 

□  Proprietary  A  rticles  Trade  Association. 
After  considering  legal  advice,  the  Board 
decided  "to  make  membership  of  the 


PATA  an  incident  (rather  than  condition) 
of  membership  of  the  NPA".  Subject  to 
the  PATA  constitution  permitting,  an 
appropriate  addition  would  be  made  to. 
the  NPA  subscription  thus  enabling  a 
global  subscription  to  be  paid  by  NPA  to 
PATA.  The  Board  agreed  with  counsel 
"that  such  a  move  would  be  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  membership  of  the  NPA  as 
a  whole"  and  would  result  in  a  reduction 
of  total  subscription  for  most  members. 

□  Rebate  scheme  for  clearing  house 
members.  The  Board  approved  a  rebate 
scheme  this  June  for  regular  clearing 
house  members.  The  rebates  would  be 
calculated  on  the  total  value  of  each 
member's  cheques  to  the  clearing  house 
during  the  calendar  year.  This  year  the 
rate  would  be  0. 1  per  cent  and  the  rebate 
cheques  would  be  sent  to  members  in 
January  (eg  total  value  of  cheques  to 
clearing  house  £15,000,  rebate  £15.00). 

□  Counter  prescribing  and  patient 
information.  A  recommended  system  of 
warning  labels  would  be  prepared  and 
submitted  to  various  authorities  for 
comment. 

□  Business  services  progress.  Six 
Accucounters  —  an  American  electronic 
tablet  counter  —  are  to  be  purchased  for 
three  months'  trial.  An  electronic  message 
display  was  also  demonstrated  and  a 
medical  chess  set  added  to  the  business 
services  catalogue.

Addict's  drug  costs 
criticised  by  judge 

A  Knightsbridge  judge  expressed  grave 
concern  on  Friday  at  the  circumstances  in 
which  a  registered  drug  addict  was  found 
selling  part  of  his  prescription  in  Picadilly 
Circus.  Mr  Alan  Thompson,  33, 
unemployed,  of  Emerton  Court,  Winter 
Street,  Battersea,  was  paying  £30  to  a 
Wimpole  Street  doctor  and  £40  to  a 
pharmacist  to  obtain  his  weekly  supply. 

In  an  exchange  with  defence  counsel, 
Mr  Anthony  Hooper,  Judge  Anthony 
Babington  said:  "There  seems  to  be 
something  very  wrong  somewhere  for  a 
young  drug  addict  to  pay  a  total  of  £70  a 
week  to  get  his  prescription." 

Mr  Hooper  replied:  "Payments  are 
made  to  some  doctors  in  Wimpole  and 
Harley  Streets  by  dozens  of  addicts  and 
my  undstanding  is  that  there  is  very  little 
supervision  of  patients.  On  a  number  of 
occasions  my  client  has  merely  walked 
into  the  surgery,  seen  no  doctor  —  in  fact 
the  doctor  has  been  away  on  holiday  — 
and  picked  up  one  of  four  or  five 
prescriptions  left  for  his  weekly 
collection."  Asked  why  Thompson  and 
others  did  not  get  their  drugs  through  the 
NHS,  Mr  Hooper  suggested  that  addicts 
who  wanted  injectable  drugs  would  not 
get  them  throught  the  NHS. 


Black  market 


Thompson  was  found  guilty  at  an  earlier 
hearing  of  two  counts  of  supplying  drugs 
concerning  ampoules  of  Physeptone 
which,  the  court  heard,  raised  £5  each  on 
the  black  market.  It  was  suggested  in 
court  that  addicts  obtaining  their  drugs 
privately,  did  so  by  selling  part  of  their 
prescriptions  in  this  way. 

Sending  Thompson  to  prison  for  nine 
months,  Judge  Babington  told  him  "I  am 
gravely  disturbed  by  the  circumstances 
which,  I  think,  led  you  into  the 
commission  of  these  offences.  On  your 
evidence  you  were  paying  a  weekly  sum  to 
a  doctor  and  a  chemist,  which  was  out  of 
all  proportion  to  the  money  you  were 
receiving  and  I  think  that  encouraged  you 
to  commit  these  offences." 

But,  the  judge  added,  "Piccadilly 
Circus  has  become  a  hotbed  for  drug 
offences,  particularly  for  people  buying 
and  selling  drugs  at  black  market  prices.  It 
has  become  so  serious  that  the  courts  must 
take  it  into  account  when  sentencing." 

Thompson's  co-defendent,  Mr  John 
Bernard  Garraway,  29  unemployed,  of 
Warwick  Way,  Brixton,  who  was  found 
guilty  of  attempting  to  possess  a 
Controlled  Drug,  was  sentenced  to  six 
months  suspended  for  two  years.  He  too 
had  obtained  drugs  privately  from  a 
doctor  in  Devonshire  Place. 

The  two  doctors  specifically  concerned 
were  named  at  the  earlier  hearing  were  Dr 
Alfred  Beard  of  Wimpole  Street,  for 
Thompson,  and  Dr  Peter  Dally  for 
Garraway.  ■

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS

Look  again 

There  are  times  when  faced  with  a  blank 
sheet  of  paper  in  the  typewriter  I  know  I 
must  have  the  most  unoriginal  mind  in 
pharmacy,  devoid  of  a  single  idea  worthy 
of  space.  "Sterile",  I  think,  "I  ought  to 
be  put  down."  But  then  I  look  back  at  the 
correspondence  columns  and  the  ferment 
begins.  I  am  grateful  to  P.M.W.  Clarke 
(Dorset)  for  picking  up  my  comments  on 
the  government  of  the  NPA  which,  to  my 
mind,  displays  incongruities  which  should 
be  discussed  because  they  show 
graphically  what  happens  when  the 
founder  aims  of  a  society  are  modified  (by 
accident  or  design?)  to  take  in  a  wider 
membership  for  benefits  thought  to 
accrue  from  size. 

I  wasn't  around  in  the  twenties,  so  am 
glad  to  have  confirmation  that  the  NPA  in 
its  original  form  was  a  "union  of 
proprietor  chemists",  an  understanding 
which  a  great  many  of  us  still  took  for 
granted.  We  are  wrong.  It  would  be 
interesting  then  to  discover  exactly  how 
the  change  of  words  from  "proprietor 
chemists"  to  "proprietors  of 
pharmacies"  was  agreed.  Perhaps 
members  who  were  around  at  the  time 
could  tell  us  if  it  was  debated  or  whether 
the  wording  went  through  on  the  nod  with 
the  emphasis  being  given  to  the  change 
from  "chemist"  to  "pharmacy".  The 
change  was,  as  Mr  Clarke  said, 
fundamental.  Perhaps  Mr  Wright  might 
care  to  cast  light  on  the  matter? 

It  would  seem  now  that  the  NPA  sees 
itself  as  the  organisation  aimed  at  helping 
all  retail  pharmacies,  irrespective  of 
ownership,  only  awaiting  Boots' 
membership  for  association  to  be 
complete.  As  an  employers  association  it 
would  make  sense.  But  the  NPA  also  sees 
itself  standing  alongside  the  PSNC  and  is 
indeed  already  in  the  position  of  a 
powerful  negotiator  with  its  nominees  on 
that  body.  Everything  then  will  contribute 


to  the  maintenance  of  the  status  quo  with 
regard  to  multiples  as  contractors  and 
their  unhampered  growth. 

There  is  an  ominous  silence  on  the  part 
of  the  NPA  regarding  the  proposition  of 
the  individual  pharmacist  as  contractor  at 
any  one  set  of  premises,  a  proposition  I 
see  as  basic  to  the  emergence  of  a  unified 
sense  of  profession  in  pharmacy,  from 
which  a  true  identity  could  arise,  and 
which  I  believe  would  be  wholly  in  line 
with  the  views  of  the  founders  of  the 
original  of  the  NPA.  We  should  look 
again  at  our  long  term  objectives.  And 
debate  them  in  the  NPA. 

Editor's  note:  To  set  the  record  a  little 
straighter,  we  should  first  point  out  an 
error,  as  published,  in  Mr  Clarke's  letter 
(May  29).  The  original  1921  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  constitution  stated  it 
to  be  "a  union  of  retail  employer  chemists 
for  the  protection  of  trade  interests"  (not 
their  interests).  Mr  Clarke  rightly  states 
that  "chemist"  was  then  a  more  common 
term  than  "pharmacist",  and  the  golden 
jubilee  booklet  of  the  NPU  (from  which 
we  take  these  notes)  does  also  record  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  as 
agreeing  that  among  the  new 
organisation's  fundamental  objectives 
should  be  one  concerning  "matters 
generally  affecting  the  trading  interests  of 
pharmacists  carrying  on  business  as  such, 
as  distinguished  from  functions  restricted 
by  law  to  pharmacists".  However,  in  1932 
the  change  in  title  from  RPU  to  NPU  was 
said  to  be  a  "concession  to  logic"  since, 
among  other  things,  "pharmaceutical" 
was  more  accurate  than  "pharmacists" 
because  "a  member  might  be  an 
individual  pharmacist  or  a  firm,  and  the 
firm  could  be  a  limited  company  to  which 
the  term  pharmacist  could  not  strictly  be 
applied".  Evidently  the  admission  of 
companies  and  the  safeguarding  of  their 
interests  were  very  early  decisions  of  the 
Union,  whatever  the  motives  of  the 
Council  following  the  Jenkin  judgment  in 
1920. 


Large  numbers  at 
risk  from  stings 


About  56,000  people  every  year  in  Great 
Britain  could  suffer  allergic  reactions  after 
being  stung  by  a  bee  or  wasp. 

The  conclusion  was  drawn  from  a 
Gallup  survey  commissioned  recently  by 
Insect  Alert,  an  organisation  sponsored 
by  Pharmacia  Diagnostics  Ltd.  Of  nearly 
3,000  people  questioned,  1  per  cent 
became  unconscious  after  being  stung  and 
a  similar  proportion  had  breathing 
difficulties. 

About  one  in  three  of  these  with 
breathing  problems  did  not  seek  medical 


help,  mostly  because  their  symptons 
vanished  quickly.  Nearly  half  those  who 
became  unconscious  did  not  seek  medical 
help,  one  in  six  again  giving  the  reason 
that  their  symptoms  soon  disappeared. 
Only  one  in  10  of  those  who  became 
unconscious  and  less  than  half  those  with 
breathing  difficulties  were  given 
desensitisation  when  they  sought 
treatment. 

It  is  estimated  that  at  least  one-tenth 
of  the  population  is  stung  every  year  and 
at  least  four  people  are  killed  by  wasps  or 
bees.

New  rules  to  cover 
sickness  certificates 


From  June  14  this  year,  new  rules  came 
into  effect  regarding  sickness  certificates 
for  employees.  These  affect  not  only  your 
employees'  entitlement  to  sickness  benefit 
but  also  what  you  require  as  an  employer 
as  verification  of  their  absence  due  to 
sickness. 

The  former  position  as  far  as  your 
employee  is  concerned  is  that  he  was  not 


entitled  to  national  insurance  sickness 
benefit  for  three  days  or  less  absence  from 
work.  A  doctor  was  not  required  to  give  a 
certificate  for  less  than  four  days' 
sickness.  From  June  14  an  employee  who 
wishes  to  claim  either  sickness  benefit  or 
industrial  injuries  will  no  longer  obtain  a 
doctor's  certificate  for  an  absence  of  up  to 
seven  days.  Instead  he  will  have  to  fill  in  a 


form  —  "New  Sickness  Benefit  claim 
form"  and  send  it  to  the  social  security 
office. 

For  a  period  of  over  seven  days  a 
doctor's  certificate  will  be  necessary  as 
formerly.  As  a  check  against  abuse,  if  an 
employee  has  four  periods  of  self- 
certificated  sick  leave  (that  is  where  he  has 
filled  in  his  own  certificate  without  going 
to  a  doctor)  within  a  twelve  month  period 
then  he  will  be  told  that  the  next  time  he 
goes  sick  for  however  short  a  period  he 
will  have  to  visit  a  doctor  for  a  certificate. 

So  much  for  the  employee.  Now  how 
does  the  employer  stand  in  relation  to 
getting  evidence  of  the  employee's 
sickness  on  which  he  can  rely?  * 

A  doctor  has  never  had  a  need  to  issue 
a  certificate  other  than  for  national 
insurance  benefit  purposes.  If  the 
employer  has  wanted  a  separate 
certificate,  doctors  have  been  entitled  to 
charge  for  these.  What  has  happened, 
however,  in  most  cases,  is  that  the 
national  insurance  certificate  signed  by 
the  doctor  has  been  sent  to  the  social 
security  office  via  the  employer  so  that  the 
latter  knows  what  has  been  going  on. 

Under  the  former  rules  no  such 
certificates  were  issued  under  four  days  so 
therefore  in  any  case,  the  employer  had 
had  to  rely  on  the  employee's  word  for  up 
to  three  days  of  sickness. 

What  happens  now  is  that  the 
employer  will  have  to  rely  on  the 
employee's  word  for  a  period  of  up  to  and 
including  seven  days.  The  employer  can 
ask  the  employee  to  forward  the  self 
certification  certificate  through  the 
employer's  business  so  that  there  is  a 
minimal  check.  There  will  also  be 
notification  by  the  social  security  people 
that  benefit  has  been  given. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  the  whole 
system  will  change  again  in  April,  1983,  if 
the  new  scheme  for  employers  to  meet  the 
first  eight  weeks  of  an  employee's  sickness 
and  injuries  benefit  comes  into  force. 
Details  will  be  given  nearer  than  the  time 
in  "Points  of  Law". 


New  pension  limits 


As  is  known,  the  self-employed  and  senior 
employees  without  a  company  pension 
scheme  can  make  provision  for  pensions 
on  retirement  on  terms  that  are  extremely 
favourable  from  a  tax  point  of  view. 

At  one  time,  the  main  drawback  of 
these  schemes  was  that  your  money  was 
tied  up  until  retirement  and  you  could  not 
borrow  money  on  the  strength  of  the 
special  policy.  Many  insurance  companies 
now  provide  what  are  known  as  loan  back 
facilities  so  that  if  you  have  a  contract  for 
a  retirement  annuity  with  an  insurance 
company  a  loan  could  be  available  to  you

Points  of  Law

for  business  or  personal  purposes.  There 
are  also  provisions  for  commuting  part  of 
the  annuity  on  retirement  for  a  lump  sum 
of  money,  for  making  provision  for 
dependants  and  for  having  the  annuity 
increased  by  a  certain  percentage  each 
year  to  give  at  least  partial  compensation 
in  respect  of  inflation. 

You  should  make  inquiries  if  you  are 
interested  from  any  reputable  insurance 
company  or  insurance  broker  and 
consider  the  details  of  what  is  on  offer  to 
meet  your  own  particular  circumstances. 

Changing  direction 

In  these  days  of  financial  stringency  and 
economic  pressure,  it  may  be  tempting  for 
you  to  change  the  direction  of  your 
business.  You  may  wish  to  trade  in 
different  merchandise  or,  if  you  are  in 
manufacturing,  change  your  product.  Or 
you  may  wish  to  change  the  character  of 
your  business  completely.  For  example, 
you  may  be  trading  as  a  wholesaler  and 
yet  wish  to  enter  retail  sales  from  the  same 
premises.  However,  this  is  something  that 
cannot  always  be  carried  out  by  a  simple 
decision  on  your  part  to  make  a  switch. 

If,  for  example,  you  are  a  limited 
company,  you  must  check  to  see  that  your 
memorandum  of  association  and  the 
objects  of  the  business  that  are  set  out  in 
the  memorandum  allow  you  to  engage  in  a 


different  type  of  trade.  If  you  are 
registering  a  company  for  the  first  time  as 
a  limited  corporation,  you  can  draft  your 
memorandum  with  wide  enough  objects 
to  allow  you  plenty  of  scope  for  changing 
direction.  However,  the  registrar  will 
refuse  to  enter  your  company  on  the 
register  if  your  objects  are  so  wide  as  to  be 
meaningless.  "A  business  of  any  kind 
whatsoever"  registration  would  be 
refused  on  the  grounds  of  being  too 
vague. 

Then,  if  you  lease  or  even  own  your 
business  premises,  you  will  often  find 
restrictions  imposed  upon  you.  Your  lease 
may  have  clauses  restricting  the  use  to 
which  the  premises  can  be  put.  You  may 
be  forbidden  to  turn  a  wholesale 
warehouse  into  a  retail  shop  or  turn  an 
office  into  a  storeroom. 

Even  if  you  own  the  freehold  you 
could  find  yourself  faced  with  what  are 
known  as  restrictive  covenants  which  have 
the  same  effect  as  a  clause  in  a  lease. 
Then,  you  may  have  to  face  up  to 
obtaining  planning  permission  if  the  use 
of  your  premises  is  to  change.  Premises 
scheduled  for  office  use  cannot  be  put  to 
other  purposes  without  planning 
permission.  Neither  can  you  change  light 
industrial  premises  into  a  heavy  industrial 
use  building  without  planning  permission. 

Finally,  if  you  do  get  through  the  above 
hurdles,  you  have  to  ensure  that  the  new 
activities  that  you  carry  out  will  not 
constitute  a  nuisance  as  far  as  the 
occupiers  of  neighbouring  premises  are 


concerned.  If  you  have  premises  on  which 
you  introduce  machinery  for  the  first  time 
and  this  involves  vibration  and  noise, 
nuisance  could  be  caused  to  neighbouring 
occupiers  and  you  could  find  yourself  in 
legal  difficulty.  For  all  these  reasons  it  is 
extremely  important  to  seek  professional 
advice  at  an  early  stage  before  you  decide 
to  develop  or  change  your  present  range 
of  business  activities. 

Financial  briefs 

■  Corporation  Tax.  There  is  now  extra 
relief  from  corporation  tax  higher  rate  of 
52  per  cent  for  smaller  companies.  Until 
now  where  profits  have  been  up  to 
£80,000  the  lower  rate  of  corporation  tax 
of  40  per  cent  has  been  payable.  The 
profit  limit  for  this  purpose  has  now  been 
raised  to  £90,000  and  there  is  a  gradual 
increasing  percentage  until  profits  reach 
£225,000  when  the  full  52  per  cent 
becomes  payable. 

■  Wife  as  employee.  Many  small 
businessmen  employ  their  wives  in  their 
businesses  —  either  on  a  full  or  part-time 
basis.  Provided  that  the  wages  paid  do  not 
exceed  the  wife's  earned  income 
allowance,  the  business  can  avoid  the 
administrative  necessity  of  establishing 
PAYE  papers  and  system  for  the  wife. 
This  allowance  has  now  gone  up  from 

£1 ,375  per  annum  to  £1 ,565.

Fees  set  to  rise  by  6V2  per  cent; 
Pharmacin  advert  'a  mistake' 


The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Finance 
and  General  Purposes  Committee 
recommended  to  the  full  Council  last 
week  that  increases  averaging  about  6  Vi 
per  cent  should  be  made  in  the  Society's 
statutory  fees. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  full  fee 
for  members  should  be  increased  from  £60 
to  £64  and  the  premises  retention  fee  from 
£37.50  to  £40,  with  most  other  statutory 
fees  being  increased  by  a  similar 
proportion.  It  was  recommended  that  the 
fee  for  members  aged  70  and  over  should 
rise  from  £4  to  £6,  the  preregistration  fee 
from  £28  to  £32  and  the  adjudicating  fee 
from  £70  to  £110. 

Mr  W.  Darling  moved  the  deletion  of 
the  recommendation  relating  to  those 
aged  over  70.  He  understood  the 
arguments  made  at  the  Finance 
Committee  but  said  that  about  one  third 
of  pharmacists  over  70  paying  the  reduced 
fee  of  £4  were  in  either  full-time  or  part- 
time  employment,  and  the  figure  of  £4  did 
not  even  cover  the  cost  of  sending  the 
Society's  journal  to  them.  Because  of 
their  employment  they  could  well  afford 
to  pay  more  than  the  proposed  £6.  He 
suggested  that  the  Finance  Committee, 
during  the  next  12  months,  should  look  at 
the  situation. 

Mr  Dalglish  seconded  the 
amendement.  He  said  that  for  some  years 
he  had  been  trying  to  get  the  fee  for  the 
over  70s  abolished  altogether.  Mr  J. 
Balmford  opposed  the  amendment.  He 
pointed  out  that  £6  was  1  lp  per  week, 
which  was  less  than  the  price  of  half  a  loaf 
of  bread  and  roughly  the  price  of  half  a 
pint  of  milk.  Was  it  really  being  suggested 
that  people,  if  not  in  employment,  could 
not  afford  to  pay  £6?  The  figure  of  £4  has 
not  been  increased  for  many  years  and 
had  been  artificially  low. 

The  amendment  was  carried,  and  the 
Finance  Committee  was  asked  to  look  at 
the  matter. 

□  Mr  J.  lies  drew  attention  to  a  recent 
advertisement  in  the  Society's  journal 
concerning  Pharmacin,  and  said  it  seemed 
strange  that  when  the  name  and  the 
method  of  marketing  the  product,  and  the 
registration  of  its  trade  name,  had  been 
officially  objected  to,  the  journal  should 
be  used  to  publish  copy  aimed  at 
persuading  pharmacists  to  promote  the 
product  concerned.  Mr  Balmford  said  he 
felt  that  the  policy  on  acceptance  of 
advertisements  should  fall  in  line  with 
general  policy  and  thoughts  of  the 
Council.  It  has  been  a  mistake  to  accept 
the  advertisement  of  a  name  to  which 
Council  objected. 


□  The  Society  is  to  send  a  letter  to  the 
Secretary  for  Social  Services  disputing  the 
two-year  period  of  notice  for  the  transfer 
of  patients  within  one  mile  of  the 
standstill-breaking  new  pharmacy  in 
Great  Wakering.  The  letter  will  also 
challenge  the  failure  of  the  Family 
Practitioner  Con  littee  to  refer  the 
matter  to  the  dispensing  subcommittee. 

□  Council  has  agreed  that  problems  in 
the  supply  through  community  pharmacy 
of  products  for  the  terminally  ill  should  be 
resolved  at  a  local  level.  The  community 
pharmacy  subcommittee  heard  that  a 
medical  team  responsible  for  the  care  of 
terminally  ill  patients  nursed  at  home  had 
alleged  that  certain  items  were  only 
generally  available  at  24  hours  notice,  and 
a  request  had  been  made  to  the  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  a  list  of 
pharmacies  which  always  carried  stocks  of 
those  drugs.  The  LPC  had  refused  to  give 
names  on  the  grounds  that  direction  of 
prescriptions  to  certain  pharmacists  could 
not  be  countenanced  without  the  Society's 
approval.  The  subcommittee,  suggested 
that  there  should  be  no  objection  to 
patients  being  informed  where  they  could 
obtain  the  neccessary  supplies,  provided 
that  all  pharmacists  concerned  had  been 
given  the  opportunity  to  be  included  in 
such  a  list. 

□  Pressure  is  to  continue  for  the 
proposed  tripartite  meeting  between  the 
Society,  the  University  Grants  Committee 
and  the  National  Advisory  Body  for  Local 
Authority  Higher  Education,  to  discuss 
the  total  provision  of  pharmaceutical 
education.  Council  accepted  a  further 
recommendation  that  the  Society's 
Parliamentary  advisers  should  be  asked  to 
maintain  and  foster  the  Society's  role  in 
pharmaceutical  education. 

□  The  Council  has  approved  a  procedure 
under  which  pharmacists  running  "dirty 
pharmacies"  are  given  about  three 
months  to  put  matters  right  before  the 
pharmacies  are  considered  by  the  Ethics 
Committee.  Mr  Appelbe,  head  of  the  law 
department,  explained  that  the  procedure 
in  operation  since  publication  of  the 
Guide  to  Good  Dispensing  Practice  was 
that  when  an  inspector  found  an 
unsatisfactory  pharmacy  the  pharmacist 
was  given  28  days'  notice  and  a  return  visit 
was  made  at  the  end  of  that  time.  If  no 
action  had  been  been  taken  to  improve  the 
premises  then  the  office  sent  a  "28-day 
letter,"  subsequently  followed  by  a  visit 
by  two  inspectors,  after  which  the  matter, 
if  not  resolved,  was  referred  to  the  Ethics 
Committee.  The  procedure  took  about 
three  months. 


□  The  minutes  of  the  Law  Committee 
noted  that  Mr  lies  had  questioned  the 
editorial  on  forged  prescriptions  in  the 
Society's  journal  (March  13)  which,  by 
including  all  POMs  and  not  merely 
Controlled  Drugs,  had  caused  problems 
for  pharmacists.  Mr  Appelbe  had  told  the 
Committee  that  he  had  in  draft  form  a 
proposed  new  Council  statement  on  the 
dispensing  of  forged  prescriptions  in 
relation  to  drugs  liable  to  misuse, 
including  CDs.  During  discussion  in 
Committee  it  was  accepted  that  the 
editorial  had  gone  beyond  what  the 
Council  had  agreed,  in  that  it  had 
included  all  POMs,  but  it  was  argued  that 
it  was  good  pharmaceutical  practice,  in 
certain  instances,  to  prevent  pharmacists 
unlawfully  dispensing  prescriptions  and 
rendering  themselves  liable  to 
prosecution. 

□  Council  is  to  consider  whether 
dispensing  only  pharmacies  should  be 
permitted  under  the  terms  of  the 
Statement  upon  Matters  of  Professional 
Conduct,  which  states  that  pharmacists 
should  provide  "a  reasonably 
comprehensive  pharmaceutical  service." 

□  The  Society  is  to  write  the  Committee 
on  Safety  of  Medicines  and  the 
Committee  on  the  Review  of  Medicines 
asking  whether  homoeopathic  medicines 
are  to  be  assessed  for  quality,  safety  and 
efficacy. 

□  The  Society  is  not  to  issue  advice  to 
pharmacists  on  the  sale  or  dispensing  of 
preparations  containing 
phenylpropanolamine,  despite  recent 
publicity  about  possible  risks  of  toxicity. 

□  An  interim  report  on  the  progress  of 
the  working  party  on  the  new  pharmacy 
bill  will  be  brought  to  Council  within  the 
next  three  months. 

□  Comments  to  be  made  by  the  Society 
on  the  Government's  proposals  for 
legislation  on  data  protection  will  include 
the  view  that  patient  medication  records 
held  on  automatically  retrievable  data 
systems  and  maintained  by  pharmacists 
should  be  registrable  as  medical  records. 

□  The  Law  Committee  recommended 
that  use  of  the  Society's  statutory  registers 
for  commercial  mailing  should  not  be 
permitted.  However,  Mr  Balmford 
recalled  that  in  the  past,  the  Society  had 
undertaken  commercial  mailing  itself. 
Since  people  could  not  be  prevented  from 
obtaining  the  Register,  the  Society  should 
continue  to  undertake  the  mailing  of 
commercial  items  at  an  appropriate  fee. 
The  recommendation  be  referred  back. 

□  The  Society  is  not  to  give  its  general 
support  to  the  reuse  of  plastic  disposable 
insulin  syringes.  It  would  be  for  the 
individual  pharmacist  with  knowlege  of 
the  information  on  the  reuse  of  disposable 
syringes  to  discuss  the  matter  with 
individual  patients.  ■

Two  hats 

What  an  intelligent  writer  Xrayser  is!  Not 
only  does  he  share  my  doubts  about  the 
recent  Capo  di  Monte  issue  but,  more 
importantly,  he  has  realised  that  getting  in 
touch  with  the  grass  roots  of  a  community 
can  pay  dividends. 

I  have,  tonight,  given  a  report  of  a  trip 
to  London  to  a  meeting  of  informed  and 
interested  ladies  —  you  see  I  am  the 
Secretary  of  the  local  WI  and  represented 
them  »n  the  Royal  Albert  Hall  on  June  3  at 
the  annual  general  meeting  of  the 
National  Federation  of  Women's 
Institutes. 

The  topic  Xrayser  mentioned  was  the 
subject  of  a  resolution  which  read:  "This 
meeting  urges  HM  Government  to  require 
that  items  of  food,  drink  and  medicine 
shall  be  labelled  clearly  so  that  the 
purchaser  may  easily  identify  each 
chemical  colourant."  I  did  not  speak  at 
the  AGM  but  I  had  been  able  to  speak  at 
the  meeting  of  Gloucestershire  delegates 
and  advise  them  of  current  trends  in  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  for  removal  or 
reduction  of  colour  in  medicines.  A  DHSS 
adviser  to  the  NFWI  assured  the  AGM 
that  colouring  in  medicine  was  used 
sparingly  and  mainly  as  a  means  of 
identification.  An  amendment  to  delete 
the  word  'medicine'  from  the  resolution 
was  lost  but  the  vote  on  the  resolution  was 
decisively  for  the  motion. 

The  AGM  also  passed  a  resolution 
pressing  for  promotion  of  education  on 
the  dangers  of  solvent  abuse.  Speakers  for 
and  against  these  resolutions  may  not 
have  used  technical  or  scientific  language, 
but  i  neir  message  was  understood  by  the 
6,000  in  the  hall. 

An  association  affiliated  to  the  NFWI 
is  currently  running  a  project  in 
Zimbabwe  to  teach  women  in  the  villages 
basic  hygiene  and  homecraft  on  the 
principle:-  "Teach  a  man  and  you  educate 
an  individual,  teach  a  women  and  you 
educate  a  family."  Could  this  be  the 
sentiment  that  promoted  Xrayser's 
comments? 

By  the  way,  1983  is  Beautiful  Britain 
Year  —  organised  by  the  Keep  Britain 
Tidy  Group  which  was  formed  as  a  result 
of  a  1954  NFWI  AGM  resolution.  We're  a 
force  to  be  reckoned  with  you  know!

NHS  taxation 

I  did  not  intend  to  write  again  on  the 
subject  of  the  prescription  tax,  nor  am  I 
prepared  to  take  part  in  a  long-drawn-out 
slanging  match  (even  if  the  Editor  were 
prepared  to  allow  it!)  but  I  feel  that  the 
letter  from  Mr  McMullen  (plOlO)  is  such  a 
marvellous  example  of  muddled  thinking 
that  I  simply  cannot  let  it  pass  without 
comment. 

The  prescription  tax  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  cost  of  the  medicine,  which  is, 
and  always  has  been,  free.  The  tax  is  an 
attempt  by  Her  Majesty's  Government  to 
ensure  that  part  of  the  cost  of  the 
National  Health  Service  as  a  whole  is  paid 
for  by  some  of  the  people  who  use  it.  It  is 
a  stupid  tax,  stupidly  calculated,  but  it  is 
the  Law. 

It  may  be  true  that  "there  is  no 
contractual  obligation  on  the  patient  to 
use  his  prescription"  (whatever  that 
means).  There  is  certainly  a  legal 
obligation  on  the  part  of  all  of  us 
(including  Mr  McMulen)  to  pay  our  taxes. 
There  is  a  moral  obligation  on  the  part  of 
all  who  use  a  service  (including  Mr 
McMullen)  to  pay  for  that  service, 
whether  it  be  the  NHS  or  the  local  bus 
service.  Further,  Her  Majesty's 


Government  has  directed  that  we  shall 
collect  the  prescription  tax,  whether  we 
like  it  or  not.  It  is  part  of  our  terms  of 
service.  It  therefore  follows  that  all 
pharmacists  (including  Mr  McMullen)  are 
under  a  legal,  moral  and  contractual 
obligation  to  collect  the  tax.  It  is  part  of 
our  job. 

Nobody,  not  even  Mr  McMullen,  can 
choose  which  laws  he  will  obey  and  which 
he  will  break,  which  taxes  he  will  pay  and 
which  he  will  evade.  That  way  lies 
anarchy. 

It  is  the  sorry  reflection  on  the  morals 
and  ethics  of  the  present  day  to  find 
myself  branded  as  "bloody  minded" 
because  I  obey  the  law.  There  is  no 
"common  sense"  in  deliberately  flouting 
the  law.  The  bloody-mindedness  is  on  the 
part  of  the  people  who  imposed  this 
ridiculous  law,  but  it  is  the  law,  and  until 
it  is  changed  we  must  all  obey  it  —  even 
Mr  McMullen.

The  company  has  been  able  to 
maintain  its  growth  not  only  in  terms  of 
premium  income  but  in  its  "market 
penetration":  membership  has  increased 
by  107  and  current  policies  by  318.  It's 
agency  business  has  also  continued  to 
expand.  Premiums  collected  on  behalf  of 
other  companies  for  risks  not  directly 
underwritten  by  PMI  having  increased  to 
£328,321 ,  excluding  life  assurance. 

The  report  says  some  members  still 
under-insure,  despite  repeated  warnings. 
"It  is  grossly  unfair  that  some  members  of 
a  mutual  company  should  fail  to  insure 
their  property  and  goods  to  the  full

current  values,  thereby  benefitting  at  the 
expense  of  the  majority  of  members  who 
regularly  review  and  increase  their  sums 
insured." 

PMI  have  recently  joined  the  Personal 
Insurance  Arbitration  Service  which 
provides  for  the  settling  of  disputes  or 
differences  under  policies  issued  to 
members  in  a  private  capacity  when  the 
member  claims  to  have  suffered  financial 
loss  through  alleged  failure  of  the 
company  to  fulfil  its  obligation  under  a 
contract  of  insurance. 

Although  pharmacies  are  still  a  prime 
"target"  for  intruders,  not  only  for  drugs 
but  also  for  easily  moveable  cosmetics, 
perfumes  and  cameras,  the  number  of 
claims  has  decreased  for  the  second  year 
running,  even  allowing  for  the  greater 
number  of  premises  insured.  This  goes 
against  the  national  trend.  Thefts  from 
commercial  premises  have  increased 
generally  by  32  per  cent  from  1980  to  1981 
and  home  losses  by  40  per  cent.  PMI 
members  clearly  take  more  than  average 
care  —  this  keeps  premiums  down,  says 
the  report.  ■

Novo  pip  Lilly  in 
human  insulin  race 

Novo  Industry  of  Denmark  have  pipped 
Lilly  in  becoming  the  first  company  to 
market  a  human  identical  insulin  in  the 
UK  and  Ireland.  The  launch  comes  at  a 
time  when  Lilly  are  well  advanced  with 
their  own  clinical  trials,  and  the  granting 
of  a  UK  product  licence  cannot  be  far 
away. 

The  Novo  insulin  is  described  as 
enzymatically  modified  porcine  type 
human  insulin,  and,  manufactured  in 


Denmark,  still  relies  on  the  traditional 
source  of  insulin  from  pigs.  The  insulin 
being  pioneered  by  Eli  Lilly  is  made  by 
recombinant  DNA  technology,  and  is  the 
result  of  a  longer  term,  high  cost  genetic 
engineering  route.  It  will  be  the  first  Lilly 
insulin  to  be  marketed  in  the  UK,  and  the 
company's  antibiotic  plant  at  Speke  is 
presently  a  site  of  manufacture. 

Novo  claim  market  leadership  in  the 
UK  with  43  per  cent  of  volume  insulin 
sales.  The  UK  subsidiary  was  founded  in 
1977  when  it  had  about  a  15  per  cent  share 
market,  and  a  turnover  of  £lm  —  this  has 
now  risen  to  £10m.  The  company  plans  to 
discontinue  the  Actrapid  and  Monotard 
MC  ranges  when  the  lOOiu  insulin 
standard  is  introduced  in  1983,  leaving 
human  Actrapid  and  Monotard. 

Novo  are  also  planning  considerable 
expansion  in  the  USA,  according  to  Mr 
Peter  Harsant,  the  UK  managing  director, 
with  tl   recent  formation  of  a  joint 
ventur  company,  Squibb-Novo.  Eli  Lilly 
dominate  the  market  in  the  US  at  present, 
and  have  approximately  50  per  cent  of  the 
world  market.  ■

Underwood,  the  London-based  retail 
pharmacy  chain,  last  week  opened  up  its 
21st  'store,'  at  18  Cheapside  in  the  City. 
The  new  pharmacy  is  on  two  levels  and 
has  2,000  sq  ft  floor  space. 

All  Underwood's  existing  suppliers' 
lines  of  cosmetics,  toiletries,  photographic 
supplies,  hi-fi  equipment  and  a  wide  range 
of  gift  goods  will  be  sold  in  the  shop, 
which  was  officially  opened  on  June  9, 
just  three  weeks  after  the  keys  were 
handed  over. 

The  Cheapside  store  reflects 
Underwood's  strong  presence  in  the  City 
(its  sixth)  and  other  prime  shopping  areas. 
Its  trading  director,  Richard  Bett,  said: 
"We  see  this  as  a  growth  area  and  we 
expect  to  open  more  stores  within  the  next 
few  years,  as  sites  become  available.  The 
City  is  sometimes  neglected  by  the  retail 
trade.  Because  of  our  history  in  the  area, 
we  are  keen  to  redress  any  imbalance." 

Underwood  has  15  other  stores  dotted 
throughout  the  West  End  and  other  parts 
of  London. ■

■  Pfizer  this  week  opened  a  new  facility 
at  their  plant  in  Sandwich  for  the  drying, 
milling  and  blending  of  bulk  drug 
products  to  be  used  in  pharmaceutical  and 
veterinary  products.  The  £2. 8m  complex, 
which  also  includes  a  warehouse  capacity 
of  7,500  sq  ft,  was  officially  opened  on 
Monday  by  Edmund  T.  Pratt  Jr, 
chairman  of  the  American  parent 
company. 


Servier  Laboratories  are  investigating  a 
respiratory  drug  with  a  completely  new 
structure  which  promises  to  be  successful 
in  the  treatment  of  chronic  obstructive 
lung  disease. 

The  compound,  almitrine,  is  currently 
on  clinical  trial  and  the  company  hopes  to 
market  it  in  the  UK  in  12-18  months'  time. 
Almitrine,  a  peripheral  stimulant  of 
alveolar  respiration,  acts  on  the  carotid 
body  in  high  doses  and  also  appears  to 
influence  oxygen  exchange  in  the  lungs.  In 
1980  it  won  the  French  Medec  prize  for  a 
new  drug  offering  the  best  contribution  to 
medicine  and  the  Galien  research  prize  for 
an  outstanding  original  molecule. 

The  compound  is  one  of  13  currently 
being  investigated  at  the  company's  new 
headquarters,  Fulmer  Hall,  near  Slough, 
Bucks,  which  were  officially  opened  last 
week  by  Sir  John  Butterfield,  Regius 
Professor  of  Physic,  Cambridge 
University.  Servier  bought  Fulmer  Hall  to 
enlarge  their  research  facilities  and  to 
accommodate  their  expanding  UK 
operations.  The  hall,  which  dates  from 
1833,  has  been  owned  previously  by 
Monsanto  Chemical  Co  and  Glaxo. 
Servier  bought  the  premises  in  September 
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DITB  wind-up 
proceeding 

The  Distributive  Industry  Training  Board 
is  one  of  eight  training  boards  included  in 
winding-up  orders  laid  by  the 
Government  this  week  as  a  final  part  of  its 
plans  to  modify  its  statutory  training 
arrangements  announced  last  year  (C&D, 
November  21,  p985  and  January  9,  p70). 

A  spokesman  for  the  DITB  told  C&D: 
"We  have  not  had  a  revocation  order  date 
but  we  expect  it  to  be  March  3 1  next  year. 
The  bulk  of  the  training  and 
administrative  staff  will  have  left  by 
December  31 .  Around  half  of  our  original 
470  staff  remain  and  this  number  is  being 
reduced  by  a  mixture  of  voluntary  and 
compulsory  redundancy." 

The  spokesman  confirmed  the 
following  activities  were  being  carried  on 
as  staffing  levels  permitted:  advisory  visits 
to  firms,  all  Unified  Vocational 
Preparation  (some  200  schemes  for  young 
people  in  work  have  been  run  this  year  for 
the  Manpower  Services  Commission), 
production  of  training  material  and 
sponsorship  of  courses. 

"We  are  trying  to  carry  on  in  a 
balanced  way  throughout  the  country," 
he  said.  ■ 


Gillette  restructure 


Gillette  have  restructed  their  sales  force. 
Where  previously  the  company  operated 
one  overall  sales  team,  responsible  both 
for  selling  and  ensuring  existing  stock  was 
displayed  to  best  advantage,  there  will 
now  be  two  separate  teams,  each  with 
different  responsibilities. 

The  direct  sales  force  will  continue  to 
take  responsibility  for  traditional  selling 
functions  —  including  the  introduction  of 
new  products  and  promotions  —  and  will 
call  on  all  direct  accounts,  both  retail  and 
wholesale.  They  will  now  be  joined  by  a 
retail  sales  force  which  will  perform  the 
same  servile  for  the  company's  major 
retail  accounts. 

Gillette  feel  the  new  system  will 
represent  a  distinct  improvement  for  the 
trade,  allowing  all  outlets  to  receive  direct 
calls  from  a  specialised  sales  force.  ■ 


Ciba-Geigy  sales  rise 


The  Ciba-Geigy  group  of  companies  was 
able  to  increase  sales  by  14  per  cent  in 
1981  in  spite  of  unfavourable  external 
conditions,  and  net  profit  grew  from 
SwF126.6  million  in  1980  to  SwF147 
million  in  1 98 1 .  In  Western  Europe  there 
was  little  sign  of  recovery  from  the 
industrial  recession,  and  this  was 
particularly  true  in  the  UK,  the  annual 
report  says,  although  the  pharmaceutical 
and  agricultural  divisions  performed 
satisfactorily. 

With  a  claimed  3.3  per  cent  of  the 
world  market,  Ciba-Geigy  remains  the 


third  largest  pharmaceutical  company  in 
the  world.  In  1981  the  pharmaceutical 
division  increased  its  sales  by  18  per  cent 
to  SwF569  million.  The  antidepressent 
Ludiomil,  which  was  introduced  into  the 
USA  in  1981,  and  the  anti-epileptic 
Tegretol  showed  large  increases  in  sales. 
The  first  transepidermal  therapeutic 
system,  Scopoderm  TTS.  was  also 
introduced  in  the  USA  in  collaboration 
with  the  Alza  Corporation. 

Sales  by  the  Airwick  Group  rose  by  14 
per  cent  to  SwF706  million,  and  the  year 
was  described  as  "a  period  of 
stabilisation."  Restructuring  of  the  Ilford 
group  made  good  progress  in  1 98 1 ,  and 
the  group  no  longer  manufactures 
industrial  product  lines.  There  were  a 
number  of  jobs  lost  in  the  UK,  and  by  the 
end  of  1983  there  will  only  be  one  Ilford 
production  site  in  Britain,  at 
Mobberley.B 


Fire  at  Phillips 


Phillips  Yeast  Products  have  suffered  a 
serious  fire  at  their  Park  Royal  premises  in 
London.  The  fire,  on  the  night  of  June  6, 
resulted  in  the  loss  of  much  of  the 
branch's  stock  and  plant  —  and  is  being 
treated  as  arson  by  the  police. 

All  the  company's  representatives  will 
be  maintaining  close  contact  with 
wholesalers,  in  order  to  maintain  stock 
levels  as  far  as  possible.  Phillips  Yeast  will 
resume  normal  production  at  the  earliest 
possible  date,  but  ask  their  customers  to 
be  patient  regarding  any  unavoidable 
delays.  ■

Buyers  holding  off 


London,  June  15:  The  present  unsettled 
conditions  worldwide  are  not  conducive 
to  increasing  buying  activity.  For  dealers 
the  problem  is  whether  or  not  to  buy 
forward  so  that  they  have  stock  to  sell 
later  when  the  climate  improves.  For 
months  now  dealers  on  the  spot  have  been 
quoting  many  commodities  at  prices  well 
under  the  replacement  costs  in  an  attempt 
to  improve  their  cash-flow. 

During  the  past  week  dandelion  root, 
sarsaparilla  and  ipecacuanha  were 
unquoted  while  offers  of  Brazilian  jalap 
were  renewed.  Canadian  senega  prices 
had  a  big  jump  —  £18.55  kg  being  asked 
for  shipment  against  £12.20  in  the 
previous  week.  At  such  prices  it  is  not 
surprising  there  are  no  spot  offers. 
Gentian  root,  several  aromatic  seeds, 
Cape  aloes  and  benzoin  were  also  dearer 
among  botanicals. 

Among  essential  oils  there  was  interest 
in  petitgrain  as  spot  was  reduced  in  price 
despite  being  firmer  forward.  Chinese 
peppermint  and  spearmint  were  both 
lower  on  the  spot.  Spanish  olive  oil  has 
risen  by  about  £155  metric  ton  although 
oil  from  EEC  countries  has  been  reduced 
by£75.«
